RECORD COMMENTS ON SOUTHERN INTEGRATION

“A child has to be taught to hate.” 

This was Dr. C. Wilson Record, associate pro- 
fessor of sociology at Sacramento State College, 
authority on race relations, and recent author of 
an analytical study of segregation problems in 
Little Rock, Ark. 

Record made the comment while reflecting on 
similarities of and differences between the prob- 
lems which put Little Rock on the map and which 
Southern businessmen are afraid might take New 
Orleans, La., off it. 

“It's interesting to note,” Record said, “that in 
Little Rock mob action was directed against Ne- 
groes entering the desegregated schools. In New 
Orleans it has been against the whites.” 

Diffrence in Integration 

In New Orleans integration has been aimed at 
first graders; in Little Rock it began in the high 
schools. It was here that Record found his point: 

“I think they (the mob) know that if they left 
it alone that children of that age would have 
no difficulty getting along. Prejudice isn’t some- 
thing you're born with; it has to be learned.” . 

Record, with a note of bitterness in his voice, 
intimated that the New Orleans youngsters may 


with them.” 


have some pretty good teachers in the small 
band of “mothers” who have manned the battle- 
ments every day in front of the schools and mo- 
lested those entering it. 

“You've seen pictures,” he said. “The moth- 
ers drag their children right up to the front lines 


“Flowers of Southern Womanhood” 

The mothers (or “Flowers of Southern Woman- 
hood” as Record likes to refer to them) fit into 
a minority group and the majority of them are 
transplanted rural dwellers, Record guesses. 

New Orleans’ state legislature, he explained, is 
controlled by the rural districts. The same is true 
of Little Rock and Arkansas. His studies indicate 
that if the governing bodies were controlled by 
city districts integration might be that much eas- 
ier to introduce. 

There are four factors working against segre- 
gationists in New Orleans, according to Record. 

Firstly, the federal government has indicated 
ahead of time that strong measures will be taken 
to enforce integration. In Little Rock action was 
indicated only after mob violence broke out.

One of six children, Mrs. Hen- 
derson was born in Iowa and 
moved to San Francisco in 1929, 
For seven years she worked in 
the hotel and restaurant depart- 
ment of San Francisco City Col- 
lege, in which she now holds an 
honorary lifetime membership.

No Rash of Mob Violence 

Record does not look for any 
rash of mob violence in New Or- 


leans. “The businessmen don't 
want any trouble for fear it will 
spoil the Sugar Bowl, tourist 
trade, and the like. They are 


pushing the police to keep or- 
der,” Record explained 

He does look for segregation- 
ists to cling stubbornly to their 
principles and maintain a “hold- 
ing action” similar to that used 
now in Little Rock. He expects 


that only enough Negro stu- 
dents will be admitted during 


the coming months to give the 
appearance of meeting the re- 
quirements of the law 

“It will take a long time to 
really move toward full inte- 
gration,” he concluded. “A very 
long time.”
